The Bi-State Development 
Agency should be abolished if 
the Missouri Legislature fails 
to remove restrictions now crip- 
pling the agency, Chairman Leif 
J..Sverdrup said today. He has 
submitted his resignation to 
Gov. James T. Blair 

Sverdrup, a St. Louisan who 
heads a large firm of consulting 
engineers and is a retired ma- 
jor general in the Army Re- 
serves, said his resignation was 
prompted solely by the belief 
that the Bi-State Agency should 
have “new blood.’ He pointed 
out that he has been chairman 
Since the agency's inception in 
1949. 


Gov. Blair, who said he would 


accept Sverdrup’s resignation, 
told a reporter he would 
name Preston Estep of St 
Louis, president of Transit 
Casualty Co., to the agency 
The chairman is elected by 
vote of the 10 members. 

“I have great hopes for the 
accomplishment of the agency 
provided proper legislation is 
forthcoming,’ Sverdrup said 

“If we don’t get this legisla- 
tion, we might as well abolish 
the agency. That's how strongly 
] feel about it. No one with 
any ambition or sense will’serve 
as a member unless these re- 
strictions are lifted.”

New Cash Needed Be- 
cause of Unexpected 
Difficulties in Refi- 
nancing Effort. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 ¢AP) 
—The government is going to 
borrow one and one-half. bi)- 
lion dollars in new cash next 
week because of unexpected 
difficulties in refinancing. part 
of the national debt. 


The announcement by the 
[reasury yesterday came as a 
surprise. Only a week ago 


hoped to get by without such 
a borrowing until April. 


The need for the new ¢ash 
arose when the Treasury of- 
fered new securities earlier 


this week in exchange for $14.- 
872,000,000 in maturing securi- 
ties. 

But holders of $2,081,000,000 
of the old securities rejected 
the offer and demanded pay- 
ment in cash. This is known 
as attrition and officials said 
it was “somewhat heavier than 
expected.” 

Since the Treasury does not 
have the cash on hand both to 


pay off these cash demands 
and safely meet the govern- 
ment’s day-to-day obligattons 
it is forced to borrow the new 
cash 

To raise the money, the 
Treasury said it will auction 


217-day tax anticipation bills 
next Wednesday. The bills will 
be dated Feb. 16, will mature 
Sept. 21 and will be accepted 
at face value in payment of 
taxes due Sept. 15 

The Treasury offered no ex- 
planation for the heavy at- 
trition in this week’s refinan- 
cing attempt. The attrition rate

Six Years of Mr. Benson 


Your editorial, “Dead End on 
the Farm,” gave the clearest pres- 
entation of the deplorable farm 
situationyand the best possibility 
for a solution that I have read. 

It is difficult to imagine a big- 
ger mess being made of farm pro- 
grams than the debauchery cre- 
ated by Secretary Benson and Co. 
Benson came into office shouting 
for “flexible” price supports to 
end all of the ills of agriculture. 
Two years later he got what he 
was asking for when Congress 
bowed to his demands. 


What has happened since Ben- 
s0n price supports were adopted? 
Crop surpluses have doubled and 
tripled. Costs to the Government 
have climbed to a record high. 
The Department of Agriculture 
has added thousands of recruits 
to its army of administrators. And 
farm income has dropped in 
almost direct proportion to all of 
the other increases. 

Benson doesn’t talk about “‘flex- 
ible” price supports any more. 
The shouting has taken on a new 
line: Take away the parity con- 
cept and give us price supports 
based on some moving market 
average! 

In other words, just do away 
with what little protection the 
farmer has left in today’s govern- 
ment-controlled economy, with 
the devil to take the hindmost. 


Does Benson know that the 
parity concept is the only realis- 
tic relationship between what it 
costs to produce a crop and what 
that crop will bring in the market 
place? 

Does he know that the farmer's 
return on his investment, the 
profit from his crop, even his 
daily wage, depend on the cost- 
price relationship? 

Surely Benson must understand 
these things. Then why does he 
advocate policies that can only 
work against the farmer? 

Cétld the answer be what it 
appears to be, that he isn’t work- 
ing for the farmers? 

Farm production must be en- 
couraged and it must be utilized. 
Subsidies should be used to sup- 
port farm income while effective 
pricing policies are used to move 
farm commodities away from 
warehouses and into channels of 
trade.

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A School Board’s Burden 


Do members of the St. Louis School Board 
really believe that they can have their patron- 
age and a tax increase too? 

Some of them seem to be under that im- 
pression. They have reacted to demands for 
efficiency in the non-teaching departments 
that are top-heavy with unnecessary employes 
by considering both the installation of elec- 
tronic office machinery and the hiring of ad- 
ditional employes at higher salaries to man 
the labor-saving devices. This would be a 
feat comparable to squaring the circle if the 
voters let them pull it off. 

It takes nerve to espouse this kind of non- 
sense one day and then to be out beating the 
drums for more tax money “for the children” 
the next. 

This is hardly the way to persuade St. 
Louisans to add another 8 cents to the record 
high $1.51 school levy. And if President 
Bruns and his colleagues keep it up they may 
find the people far from responsive either to 
a tax increase or to the re-election of such 
of Mr. Bruns’s colleagues as Dr. James J. 
McCaffery and Charles J. Dyer. 

The burden of proof that more tax money 
is necessary to get the system through the 
next school year rests with the board; to date 
that proof has been noticeably absent. To 
the contrary, there are substantial indications 
that the schools might be able to get by with- 
out more money, or with a modest increase at 
most, if the fat were boiled out of the non- 
teaching departments.

Not only does the St. Louis system put 
relatively more money into buildings and 
maintenance than the schools of the nation 
as a whole; it also comes out second best in 
comparison with similar big-city systems in 
Milwaukee, Pittsburgh, Cleveland and Phila- 
delphia the Post-Dispatch discloses. 

In the nation as a whole, plant operation 
and maintenance represent about 13 per 
cent of total expenditures. In St. Louis, these 
items eat up 20 per cent of the budget—one 
tax dollar in every five. 

Operation and maintenance represent only 
about 17 per cent of school spending in Mil- 
waukee and Cleveland; only 14 per cent in 
Philadelphia, and hardly 12 per cent in Pitts- 
burgh. The St. Louis system puts relatively 
more of its total income into instruction than 
Pittsburgh, Philadelphia or Milwaukee, 
though less than Cleveland. 

Philadelphia’s budget for instruction is 4.25 
times greater than for buildings; Cleveland’s 
is 4.16 times greater; Milwaukee’s is 3.81 
times greater. In St. Louis instruction gets 
only 3.69 times as much money as buildings. 
The Pittsburgh ratio is 3.20.

How could the St. Louis board show its 
good faith with the voters it may ask for a 
tax increase? One way would be to work for 
legislative permission to adopt the so-called 
“unit control” plan of administration. Under 
this plan, all departments would be responsi- 
ble to the Superintendent of Instruction; it 
would be his job to see that the children were 
given priority in school budgets, and to min- 
imize political patronage. 

Immediate savings might be made by put- 
ting in business machines and doing away 
with unnecessary payrollers. An officer of 
Fox & Placht, the certified public accountants 
who recommended this step, says: “The board 
has a whole floor of people who could be let 
go if business machines were used.” 

Such costly frills as the greenhouse and 
landscaping division could be done away 
with. The Kearney report noted that in a 
system under economic pressure, continua- 
tion of an elaborate landscaping program 
such as St. Louis enjoys could not be justi- 
fied. And this is only scratching the surface. 


As Board Member Daniel L. Schlafly has 
pointed out, proper control of labor, time 
and materials on maintenance jobs, a split 
shift for custodial workers, and re-examina- 
tion of such liberal fringe benefits as month- 
long vacations after 11 months’ work all are 
indicated, among many, many other things. 
Otherwise the voters are likely to assume 
that the board’s cries for money are patently 
hollow and ignore them. 


The Old World’s New Shape 


There may be a big printing bill for pub- 
lishers of geographies involved in the discov- 
ery that the earth looks like a pear instead 
of being shaped like an orange as had been 
so long supposed. Those with an artistic 
predilection for an oblate spheroid rather 
than a body with a more er less flat bottom 
and a somewhat pointed top also may wish 
that the Vanguard satellite had not been 
launched last March. Studies of its orbital 
flight forced scientists to correct their notion 
of the shape of the world. But by far the 
most of us are glad to know that the new 
shape indicates that the world is stronger 
than it was assumed to be, capable of with- 
standing greater strains. In these parlous 
times that is a happy bit of knowledge. 


Krupp Is Big Again 

Since learning to regard Russia rather than 
Germany as the potential enemy, most Amer- 
icans have forgotten all about the Morgenthau 
plan to turn the German land into a goat 
pasture. That plan, of course, never was 
adopted fully; but it did become allied policy 
to de-industrialize Germany so that it never 
again would be able to make war. 

A slightly embarrassing reminder of this 
came up when Alfried Krupp asked for an 
extension of the allied order to divest himself 
of most of his coal-steel holdings. He has the 
backing of the Adenauer government. 

Much has happened since those days in 
1946 and 1947 when the American Military 
Government was showing parties of VIPs 
through Krupp’s empty villa as though it 
were a symbol of what was never again to be. 
Then the seven-mile-long Krupp plant in Es- 
sen was a fantastic ruin, dangerous to ex- 
plore. Yet here and there amidst the twisted 
girders a wheel was beginning to turn again. 
Even while relatively undamaged plants were 
being dismantled by the occupation authori- 
ties, the same authorities were trying to help 
Germans find a bit of machinery to get a 
bomb-blasted plant back into operation. 

The question today is not about the desira- 
bility of revived German productivity, but 
whether this has been brought about with 
proper safeguards against such undesirable 
aspects as cartelization. To this there is no 
sure answer. German industry today is full 
of contrasts such as the one between Bonn’s 
decision to turn the Volkswagen works over 
to millions of “little” stockholders and the 
concentrated ownership represented by Krupp. 

Krupp’s influence, of course, is modified by 


the supra-national controls of the Coal and 
Steel Community and the Common Market. 
But these organizations could come under 
German domination, and some future German 
government might speak with the voice of 
Krupp. If the French super-nationalists, for 
example, were to achieve their desire of nulli- 
fying the international arrangements, the 
Germans might slip into old patterns. So 
Krupp’s expansion cannot be accepted with 
equanimity. What was reprehensible in an 
enemy is not automatically acceptable in an 
ally. It is more essential than ever that the 
hand of Europe’s international agencies be 
strengthened, and that economic co-operation 
be pushed toward the ultimate goal of politi- 
cal integration. 


Duel Over Labor Law 


The labor reform issue has produced a 
face-to-face duel between Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell and Senator Kennedy of Massachu- 
setts, two men avowedly interested in the 
1960 political race. Senator Kennedy is said 
by one reporter to have “moved in with the 
intensity of one who felt that his political 
future depended on this encounter.” 

Because of the Senator’s overeagerness, we 
think, Secretary Mitchell made the better 
appearance. The Labor Secretary avoided 
attacking the Kennedy bill, and confined him- 
self to defending his Administration bill. 

In general, the Kennedy and Administra- 
tion bills could be amalgamated with refer- 
ence to union democracy and financial re- 
ports, if some spirit of compromise existed. 

The Senator’s principal targets, however, 
are the blackmail picketing and secondary 
boycott provisions of the Administration bill. 
Neither one supports his charge that the bill 
is “an open invitation to collusion between 
corrupt employers and labor racketers.” 

The bill would prohibit a union from pick- 
eting an employer if his employes showed no 
interest in joining the union. It would pro- 
hibit boycotts of an employer who is not a 
party to a labor dispute. Both proposals are 
fair. Neither invites collusion. 

When he offered his limited bill, Senator 
Kennedy argued that major amendments to 
the Taft-Hartley Act such as the Administra- 
tion’s proposed restraints on boycotts and 
picketing be left for a separate measure be- 
cause they were too “controversial.” Now 
he no longer disguises the fact he left them 
out of his bill because he is against them. 

That is worth clearing up. It is also worth 
noting that his attack on the Administration 
bill was mimeographed and given to reporters 
before Secretary Mitchell had even completed 
his testimony. Such hasty acts of partisan- 
ship can only muddle the labor issue and will 
not, we imagine, help anybody’s presidential 
ambitions. Senator Kennedy is a little too 
obviously trying to appear anti-labor to some 
people and pro-labor to others. That Secre- 
tary Mitchell may be doing the same thing 
does not justify Senator Kennedy. 

The public interest in this affair is an ef- 
fective but moderate and non-punitive labor 
law which includes reasonable restraints on 
picketing and secondary boycotts as well as 
rules for funds reporting and union democ- 
racy. The Administration bill meets that 
requirement; the Kennedy bill does not. 


Five Down for Anti-Bias 

The fifth defeat of the anti-discrimination 
bill in the last nine years demonstrates once 
again the power of narrow local interests to 
veto community progress in a Board of 
Aldermen in which 28 of the 29 members rep- 
resent geographic segments of the whole. 

Nine of the 12 votes for the bill came from 
Aldermen whose wards include substantial to 
solid blocs of Negro voters. Of the three 
other “ayes” one came from Donald Gunn, 
who as aldermanic president is elected by 
the city at large and of necessity must bear 
in mind the wider aspirations of its citizens. 

The two others for the bill were Aldermen 
A. J. Cervantes and Alfred I. Harris, whose 
wards do not include any significant number 
of Negro voters. Both Mr. Cervantes and Mr. 
Harris have city-wide political aspirations and 
so must take city-wide views. . They happen 
to be the principal contenders for the Demo- 
cratic nomination to succeed Mr. Gunn as 
Board President. 

Once again, the lesson seems clear: no bill 
of this type is likely to pass as the Board is 
now constituted unless the Negro community 
becomes a substantial factor in upwards of 
half of the wards. The Negro Aldermen 
who stubbornly fought the 1957 Charter pro- 
posal to reorganize the aldermanic body so it 
would be more responsive to community-wide 
needs will continue to toss in anti-discrimina- 
tion bills each session. This will give them a 
good issue and a chance to show some activ- 
ity, but not much chance to be effective. 


A Question of Timing 

It is easy enough to burn with indignation 
at the cold-blooded Soviet attack on an un- 
armed American transport plane last Sept. 2. 
The transcript of the Soviet fighter pilots’ 
radio chatter, just released by the State De- 
partment, demonstrates beyond a doubt that 
the American plane, which had apparently 
wandered off its Turkish course into Soviet 
Armenian territory, was deliberately shot 
down. The Soviet delays and evasions in 
dealing with official American protests indi- 
cate either a guilty conscience or a deplorably 
low standard of international conduct. 


When this has been said, and one’s natural 
emotions have been relieved, it is a matter 
of more than ordinary interest to wonder just 
why the State Department chose to excite 
such emotions at this particular time. 

The attack on the American transport 
plane is now more than five months past. It 
occurred at the height of world tension over 
the Quemoy-Formosa crisis. At any time 
during September, October, November, De- 
cember and January, the transcript of the 
Red pilots’ conversation would have produced 
just as hair-raising an effect as it does now. 

Why did the State Department withhold the 
sensation during those many weeks, and pro- 
duce it now—just when Secretary Dulles is 
in Europe for a preliminary reconnaissance 


of the prospects for serious negotiation of.a . 


European settlement with the Soviet Union? 
The wide and almost automatic response to 
the sensation is to say, as some Senators and 
Congressmen promptly did, that there can be 
no thought of dealing with international crim- 
inals who will perpetrate an attack like this. 
As that is the normal visceral reaction, one 
wonders whether the sensation was produced

As the Pres- 
ident said, there is enough wheat on 
hand to more than cover all domestic 
and foreign needs without growing 
another bushel this year. 


The Administration plan to reduce 
price supports is logical—especially 
in the case of wheat. But to do this 
and nothing else places the whole 
burden of farm adjustment on a rel- 
atively few farmers, It would make 
sense for the Government to couple 
a reduction in price supports with a 
large increase in land retirement 
payments. The soil bank might well 
be expanded in the wheat belt, and 
it might be reinforced with a new 
land-purchase program by the Gov- 
ernment in this area.

LAW TERMED ‘ARCHAIC’ 


Missouri's habitual criminal 
law was characterized as 
“archaic” by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Randolph H.. Weber 
last night in an address before 
the Missouri Association of 
Prosecuting Attorneys at the 
Mayfair Hotel. 

The statute {s unfair to a 
defendant because it allows his 
prior record to be “paraded” 
before the jury, influencing it 
as to his guilt or innocence, 
Judge Weber said. This record 
should come into the case after 
guilt is determined, Judge 
Weber argued, and should be 
used solely to determine pun- 
ishment. 

“For this reason, judges are 
in a better position to fix just 
sentences,” Judge Weber said. 
He suggested that sentences 
could be indeterminate between 
the minimum and maximum as 


'set out in the statutes, with 
‘rehabilitation as an important 


factor in determining when to 


release prisoners.
